The message was longer, but 
the operators could not get any- 
thing further. A message con- 
veying greetings and an invita- 
tion to come in on their return, 
signed by Mayor Rhett, was in 
the hands of the operators, and 
all ‘night they were signaling to 
get the Connecticut.

FROM 40 10 66 LIVES 
TAKEN BY EXPLOSION 


Explosion Attributed To “Windy” 
Shots by the Superintendent, 
Yolande Mines Only 8 Miles 
from Virginia City Where 
Similar Horror Occur- 
red Ten Years Ago. 


Yolande, Ala., December 16.—Not since 
the terrible disaster at Virginia mines, 
eight miles north of here, has there oc- 
curred such a death-dealing catastrophe 
as the explosion which took place in 
mine No. 1, of the Yolande Coal and 
Coke Company, at 10:2! o’clock this 
morning. It is impossible to tell at 
this hour how many are dead as a re- 
sult of the explosion, the estimates 
varying all the way from forty to 
sixty-six. 

The work of rescue has been 
ly slow, because of the debris 
mines and the Jarge crowds of wWwo- 
men, children and. sightseers at the 
opening. The explosion ts now Known, 
to have occurred in either the fifth or! 
sixth right entrances. All of the bodies, 
have been recovered from tnese entries, 
and some of them were. so _ horribly:

“Will the Atlanta, Birmingham and 
Atlantic railroad run its passenger 
trains into the Terminal station or the 
union depot, or will it build a new 
depot?”

Rifle Used Te Kill Goebel. 


The famous Marlin riffe, with which 
the shot which killed William Goebel 
is alleged to have been fired, may be 
produced in court tomorrow, despite 
the fact that it has not been in evi- 
dence since the day Goebel was shot. 

The greatest sensation of this present 
trial was developed this afternoon, 
when, in answer to questions of his at- 
torney, Caleb Powers announced that he 
has information that the noted weapon 
is now in Georgetown. Although the 
Marlin rifle has figured greatly in the 
testimony, its whereabouts have been 
a mystery since January 30, 1900, the 
day Goebel was shot. Youtsey and 
others have dwelt on the rifle. 

During the present trial, Youtsey tes- 
tified that during his confinement in 
the Georgetown jail, in company with 
Powers, the latter asked him if he could 
identify the rifle. 

Youtsey said that, fearing a trap, he 
replied that he did not think he could. 
On cross-examination, Major Owens, 
for the defense, had asked Youtsey as 
to the present location of the rifle. The 
convict witness replied: 

“Tt has been in the possession of your 
side all along, and Powers ought to 
know.”’ . 

In auswer to the questions put to 
Powers today, it developed that Pow- 
ers had made an effort since 1903, 
to find the 
Marlin rifle with which Goebel was 
killed: that he has succeeded; that he 
has not ‘possession of the rifle, but that 
he has the information that it is in 
Georgetown. Speculation is rife as to 
what can be developed from the dis- 
covery of the long-missing weapon. 

Powers and Youtsey Differ. 


A discrepancy, exists between tne 
testimony of YoOutsey and Powerg con- 
cerning the identification of the rifle, 
Powers being on record as having dis- 
covered the gun since 1903, while Yout+ 
sey’s evidence was to the effect tat 
his conversation with Powers was in 
i901. 

During the course of .the afternoon 
contradicted the testi- 
mony of Noaks, Wharton, Golden and 
Youtsey. He denied every fact testi- 
fied to by them.

The Ala- 
bama and the Illinois displace. only 
11,552 tons, but they have a speed of 
more than !7 knots and are ranked as 
first class battleships in everything ex- 
cept the date of construction.

of the line. The two ships were 
launched in 1898, about the time of the 
Spanish-American war.

If there be anything estab- 
lished, it is that it should be based 
upon the assets, viz: ‘rade bills, 
which expand and contract as business 
does, the reserve being in gold. but 
this does not seem to be the proper 
time to yrge so great a change as this 
implies. Our first effort should be to 
get legislation turned from the wrong 
to the right path by introducing to 
some extent asset currency. As the 
people see the advantages of this Ssys- 
tem, we may hope to enlarge its uSe 
and gradually to abandon bond secu- 
rity and in. due time to begin the sub- 
stitution of gold, real value for our 
reserves, instead of government evi- 
dences of debt, thus giving us the 
most profitable and serviceable form of 
banking, as abundantly proven by the 
experience of othe countries. No cen- 
tral bank Is necessary‘to effect a cure, 
but only the cushion elasticity, which 
the president recommends.”’

Congress Urged to Give Elasticity. 


On behalf of Isaac N. Seligman, a res- 
olution was introduced declaring that 
“the National Civic Federation, with- 
ott committing itself specifically to 
any of the many plans of currency re- 
form, content itself with the declaration 
that congress should, after careful con- 
sideration, pass as speedily as possible 
consistent with security and afety, 
some measure which will impart to our 
currency system greater elasticity, so 
urgently demanded throughout the 
country. 

A committee of five was appointed to 
which the resolution and all similar 
document may be introduced during 
the session will be referred. 

At the aternoon session 
General George Von I. Meyer read a 
paper on “Postal Savings Banks,.’”’ He 
said the scheme was designed to en- 
courage thrift and economy, ‘because 
waste is one -of the vices of the na- 
tion.’ 

Ex-Governor Myron T. therrick, of 
Ohio, now president of the Society for 
Savings of Cleveland, read a p&per on 
‘Currency and Savings Banks” at the 
afternoon. session. 

Mr. Herrick said the postal savings 
bank scheme was declared to be not an 
unqualified success in other countries, 
end the speaker argued that the plan 
might quite as effectually tie up the 
deposits as though they were locked 
up in the subtreasury. He concluded 
he aid that there was absolutely no 
need for postal savings banks ,and 
that they would be more productive of 
harm than good, The currency ques- 
tion, he said, should be settled first.

Heplin Charges Secreatry of 
Apriculture With Inaccuracy, 


GOVERNMENT REPORT WRONG 


Heflin Says There Is Nothing to 
Justify the Estimate of Total 
Crop Put Forward by the 
Department of Ag- 
riculture. 


Washington, December 16.—A resolu- 


tion charging the secretary of agricul- 
ture With inaccuracy in estimating this 
year’s crop, and calling on him to fur- 
nish to congress ‘the figures and the 
information upon which he based his 
estimate of the cotton crop of the 
United States for 1907,” was introduced 
in the house today by Mr. Heflin, ol 
Alabama. 

In explaining 
Heflin said: 
“By December, 1905, according to the 
government report, there had been 
ginned 8,690,000 bales of cotton, and 
there remained to be ginned of that 
year’s crop, according to the govern- 
ment’s final report, 1,885,000 bales, 
Now, when the government’ report 
shows only 8,338,000 bales ginned by 
December, 1907, 352,000 bales less than 
was ginned by December |}, 1905, I 
want to know, and the fotton pro- 
ducing section of this country wants 
to know, by what method of reasoning 
the secretary of agriculture reaches

Rome, December 1!6.—Pius X today 
held a secret consistory in the vatican, 
in which he created four new cardinals 
and preconcized several bishops.

Luvtovic 
Henry Lucon, archbishop of Rheims, 
and Mgr. Paul Pierre Andrieu, archbish- 
op of Marseilles. 

The pope delivered an allocution in 
Which he made reference to the perse- 
cution of the Redeemer and said that 
_iiis church had been attacked from all 
' sides in a warfare open or dissimulated. 
The rights and Jaws of the church had 
| been trampled on even by those who 
| should safeguard them, and the impious 
, and vulgar press had fought her even 
‘to the extent of disturbing the public 
quiet. The pontiff cited the recent dis- 
orders in Italy. 

Tp this must be added, he continued, 
the disastrous propaganda in the bosom 
of Catholicism itself, which is being 
carried on by modernists who 
the pontifical authority and desire them- 
selves authoritatively to sanction a new 
faith and a new conscience. If the mod-

“A BLANK CARTRIDGE 


FIRED INTO THE THIN AIR 
AND AIMED AT NOTHING’ 


Mayor Joyner sent to the general | 
Aouncil 


yesterday afternoon his veto 
of the Martin resolution regarding the 
popular election of city: officials. He 
goes into’ details ag to his reasons, 
and says that the Martin resolution 
was a “blank cartridge fired into the 
air for the purpose of celebration.” 
The mayor states plainly that he 
would rather have all the heads of City 
departments elected by council. 

Text of the Veto. 


The veto is as follows: : 

To the General Countil of the City ‘of At- 
lanta—Gentlemen: I disapproved on. Decem- 
ber 2, 1907, a resolution adopted by your 
honorable body on December 2, 1907, provid- 
ing: ‘‘That the will of the people, as ex- 
pressed at the last primary, be earried out, 
and I am returning same to you today. 

It occurs to me that the general council 
should be more definite in declaring itself 
on any proposition. The people expressed 
themselves upon a number of matters at 
the last primary and where there is no dif- 
ference of opinion as to what the voters 
meant, their will, so far ag I know, is being 
carried out. 

The resolution, which I return to you with 
my disapproval, seems to me to be a blank 
cartridge fired in the air for purposes of 
celebration only and aimed at nothing in par- 
ticular. It ’ puts no machinery in motion; 
it provides for no legislation; it makes no re- 
quests of anyhedy; it does nothing whatever 
and would certainly not be a basis for any 
further action by anyone. 

From the papers that are attached to this 
resolution I presume that it was intended to 
have something to do with the matter of 
electing various department officials by pub- 
lic election instead 6f by the general council 
and the boards which nuw control them. As- 
suming that this is what the resolution In- 
tended to do, 1 vetoed it for the reason that 
I do not agree with it. 


Majority Did Not’ Vote. 


At the last primary the city executive com- 
mittee submitted to the registered voters of 
Atlanta the question of electing various de- 
partment officials by the people. Of the 6,880 
votes registered 2,697 voted in favor of the 
proposition. In other words, 891-5 per cent 
of those registered expressed themselves as 
being in favor of electing department offi- 
clals by the people, while 604-5 per cent 
failed to express themselves as being in fa- 
vor of the proposition. I, therefore, deny 
that a favorable expression from 891-5 per 
cent of the registered voters of Atlanta would 
Warrant any such radical change in our city 
government. I assert that, at the last pri- 
mary, the people did not express themselves 
as being in favor of electing these depart- 
ment officials by the people 

As your honorable body well knows if the 
city desires to issue bonds, two-thirds of the 
registered votes ig necessary to authorize the 
issue. It seems to me to certainly be a. good 
principle to require one-half of the. regis- 
tered voters to express themselves favorably 
before we request the legislature to make a 
change in the city’s charter which will dis- 


rupt our present system and to which three- 
fourths of us, at heart, oppose and which 
was voted for only under the belief that we 
were carrying out the will of tHe people. The 
eact figures on this question at the last 
primary were 6,880 votes registered, 4,459 
cast, 2,697 in favor of electingby the people, 
1,127 against, and 635 voted in the election 
but scratched the proposition entirely. 

I have been informed by a number of citi-

The City a Corporation. 


As a general proposition, I stand with the 
vast majority in this matter. I oppose the 
indiscriminate election of department officials 
by the people. The city of Atlanta occupies 
the same position as a big corporation, a 
banking institution for instance. The stock- 
holders of a bank elect their board of di- 
rectors and the board of directors elect the 
bank officials. If the stockholders of a hank 
were called together every time the position

The same thing is true of the city. If de- 
partment officials are elected by the people, 
they .will get their authority from the same 
source that you gentlemen of the general 
council secures yours, and your department 
officials will pay no attention to your in-~ 
structions. If you elect department officials 
by the people, you will find that the depart- 
ment heads will build rp machines that will 
endeavor to perpetuate them in office. You 
will find that, in selecting their assistants, 
they will inquire more into the number of 
votes the applicants control than into their 
Qualifications for the office, and when 
the general council instructs them to do cer- 
tain work they will practically laugh at you 
and tell you that ‘‘the people and not coun- 
cil elects them.’’ You gentlemen who have 
had experience in such matters know this 
very well. Instead of electing all department 
officials by the people, I favor electing them 
all by the general council. 

Now, there is another view. There are cer-

qualifications are now, and should be, 
requisites in the candidates. Take for in- 
stance, your position of city clerk and clerk | 
of council, He is a man who must have a 
good voice, who must be. so educated and 
trained as to be able to read the worst kind 
of writing without a halt and without a) 
stumble, who must have executive ability and | 
who must be personally pleasing to the mem- | 
bers of council, because it is with them he 
associates more than any one else. Will the. 
people take these things into consideration in | 
electing your clerk of council, or would they 
be guided by whether he had contributed to 
this or that fund, or if he is a good fellow | 
and a good mixer? The election of the, 
clerk of council by the people would he, 
disastrous to the working of the general, 
council. 

Take the chief of the fire department. He} 
is @ man who must have years of fire fight-' 
ing experience, who must know the buildings, 
of the city, who must be acquainted with the, 
latest fire fighting devices and whose effi- 
ciency depends upon freedom from political 
entanglements and knowledge of his business. | 
Are you going to put the chief of the fire: 
department and his 150 men in politics ahd 
make a political machine out of them? 
you do, you will pay a higher rate of 
surance. 

Consider the position of the school super- | 
intendent. Do you want in that place 
man whose educational qualifications are une! 
questioned, whose executive ability is such as 
to enable him to manage to best advantage 
the school department, a man to whom you 
would trugt your boys and girls, or do you! 
want a man who is a good jollier, who works | 
his way into the hearts of the people bir | 
being a good fellow, who hands out cigars| 
on election day and who maintains a cam- | 
paign fund for the purpose of retaining his) 
office? , 

There is the city comptroller. He 1s a! 
man who must be high in financeering, who 
must be a good bookkeeper, who must have 
an ‘intimate knowledge of the city’s finan- 
cial system. Are the people going to take 
such qualifications as these into consideration 
in electing an official? Ithink not. 

I could go through entire list of de- 
partment officials that some propose to have 
elected by the people, but there is no use, 
Each one must have particular fitness for 
the office he holds and the general council 
and the department boards are in a position 
to see what these qualifications are and who 
Our people are not different from 
any others, and experience of other cities has 
shown that, where the people elect all of their 
officials, the tendency is to graft and corrupt 
just as it is in those places where the mayor

The safest course is the wise middle ground 
of electing by general council, as is now 
being generally adopted and which has 
worked s0 well in Atianta. The only trouble 
with the Atlanta system, as I have stated, 
is that the general council does not elect all 
of the department officials. 

I therefore return this resolution to your 
honorable body with my disapproval and 
with the recommendation that, if you do any- 
thing further on this matter, it be along the 
line of providing for the election by council 
of those department officials who are now 
chosen by the people.

WATSON TALKS — 
OF ROOSEVELT 


Believes President May be Re- 
elected--Speaks of Coun- 
try’s Finances, 


Chief among the things spoken by 
Hon. Thomas K Watson, the sage 
from Thomson, Ga., during his stay in 
Atlanta yesterday were his belief that 
the nomination for presidency from 
the republican party will be forced on 
Mr. Roosevelt, and, secondly, his opin- 
ion that the United States should is- 
Sue its own money, as the whole sys- 
tem of the national banks is wrong. 

Mr. Watson arrived in the city Sun- 
day night in order to be in the city 
to attend a case in the Supreme court. 
He was questioned about his trip to 
Washington, and made remarks re- 
garding the financial situation and the 
refusal of the president to run a third 
time, 

About the president, he said: 

“IT believe that President Roosevelt 
meant exactly what he said, when he 
issued a statement to the effeet that 
he would not accept a renomination 
at the hands of his party. He is a 
great big, honest man, and doesn’t say- 
things that he does not mean. But has 
has it ever occurred to you that 
Roosevelt is the embodiment of great 
reforms? and that if the people rise 
up and demand that he be selected to 
carry out these reforms which he has 
begun, that he cannot refuse? Such 
thoughts have occurred to me, and I 
do not regard his unanimous renomi- 
nation at all improbable; If It is given 
to him, he simply cannot refuse.” 

When it came to th@gfinancial ques- 

tion, he stated: _ 
*“T dq not mind telling you of my 
conference with Secretary Cortelyou. 
IT told him that if the government 
would issue fifty million dollars 
in greenbacks, as {ft had authority to 
do under the acts of 1862-63, that he 
would see the country revitalized into 
confidence. Wheat would go up, cotton 
would leap to 15 or I6 cents, and the 
people would feel no pinch. We have 
a strange condition. <A _ great, rich, 
powerful nation, with more wheat, 
corn, more cotton than the raltlroads 
can move, paralyzed by a little clique 
that corners the final redemption 
specie. The whole system of national 
banks is wrong, and until this govern- 
ment issues its own money, we will 
have these conditions.”

ONE YEAR RULE | 


NOT SO STOUT 


Certain Grade Makes first 
Year Man Eligible, 


Vanderbilt and Sewanee Are All 
Right, While Others Are Stung 
in Not Having High Entrance 
Requirements—Does Not 
Apply to Baseball. 


After sifting the dope, this one-year 
rule, adopted by the Southern Intercol- 
legiate Athletic Association, at Clemson 
Saturday, does not amount to such 4a 
great deal after all. 

It is noticed the resolution presented 
by Professor Riggs, of Clemson, and ac- 
cepted unanimously, does not apply to 
students offering fourteen units under 
the Carnegie system, and on this rests 
much. 

Fourteen units under the Carnegie 
system is simply a grade that a student 
may receive in a prep school, and if he 
has attained this mark he can jump in 
and play football as soon as he gets to 
college. It is possible that a man de- 
siring to get in the game may study so 
that he may get the fourteen units and 
thus be eligible, and so eager gre most 
candidates to get on the ‘varsity that 
they will gladly do extra time in their 
studies to reach the grade required. 

The good feature of the rule—and after 
all it is what the association was aim- 
ing at—is that it will forever anu eter- 
nally put ringers on the kibosh, for 
football player wil, have had to go to 
a prep school or have studied in some 
fashion and passed bona fide examina- 
tions before he is eligible. This abolish- 
ed professionalism conclusively, unless 
a pro comes along with a good amount 
of learning. 

Vanderbilt and Sewanee will be but 
slightly cffected by the néw rule, it ap- 
pears, as both of them require the 
fourteen units before a student can en- 
ter, or ateleast do so in a majority of 
the departments. 

The average entrance grade in the col- 
leges of the association is from 8 to 12 
units, and these fought hard to get the 
grade down to 10 units in the amend- 
ment of Professor Riggs. However, 
they lost out. 

Baseball Not Touched. 


The one-year rule does not apply to 
baseball, and is erly to be in euweet on 
football. 

The Carnegie system of grading is so 
called because the great philanthropist 
of that name suw ribed a sum of mon- 
ey for educators to get together and ar- 
range courses of study whereby the 
minor schools would be raised toa high 
standard. Certain requirements are 
meade under the plan adopted by the 
educators at Mr. Carnegie’s suggestion, 
and these are valued in units, profi- 
ciency in a study giving the student so 
many units. 

The steel king aims at an ideal high 
school condition, and his plan calls for 
high schools with four-year courses. Jn 
such there is no trouble for the student 
to make the fourteen units required by 
the Southern Intercollegiate Athletic 
Association, but sad it be that the 
schools that affiliate with the Georgia 
colleges are rather short on their 
courses. Consequently prep students 
entering eollege will have to do much 
extra work t oget the grade that makes 
them eligible, 

The unit feature was proposed by 
Tennessee, a university that does not 
have high entrance grades. 


Two Teams Are Safe. 


As has been said before, Vanderbilt 
and Sewanee are pretty well fixed, but 
most of the other colleges of the asso- 
clation and especially the Georgia ones, 
are hit. However, if future football 
players can be induced to take extra 
studfes and attain the grade, everything 
will be all might. Certainly a football

STOCKS ARE DULL. 
BUT LITTLE DOING 


Slow Improvement in Banking 
Situation, 


This Seems to Be the Cause of the 
Dulliness—Gessip About the Fi- 
nancial Situation and What 
the Banks Are Doing 
to Relieve It. 


New York, December 16.—The repres- 
sive infiuence of the money situation 
was discernible again today in the ac- 
tion of the stock market. The call mon- 
ey market was stiff and rates in that 
department were higher than on Friday. 
The slow improvement in the, banking 
position goes on, but last week’s more 
conservative views of the time required 
for working out the remedy -continued 
in force and little more is heard of the 
probability of restored ease in’ the 
money market dntervening before the 
end of the year. Notwithstanding the 
substantial recuperation effected in the 
New York banking position, @S eX- 
hibited .in the weekly bank statement 
on Saturday, the banking authorities 
were evidently proceeding today with 
the work of building» up their reserve 
strength. The deficit still existing of 
over $40,000,000 below the legal require- 
ment is warning of the behoof of cor- 
rection. As there is no indication of 
the immediate return, to the central re- 
serve banks, of the great sums which 
were withdrawn by depositing banks, 
the New York banks are driven back 
upon the necessity of scaling down the 
eredit deposits in the loan item. It 
was that process that was responsible 
for the firmer call money market again 
today. The contraction of credits now 
being enforced by the New York banks 
marks the passage, in some degree, of 
the acute stage of the money crisis. 
The New York bank loans expanded 
freely during the crisis as a part of the 
general policyo f supplying freely all re- 
quirements, even by wide encroachments 
upon reserves, while the emergency 
called for such treatment. The sec- 
ondary retrenchment now in progress 
by the New York banks is regarded as 
typical, to some extent, of a kind of a 
liquidation which may have to follow 
the first extension of emergency credits 
in commercial affairs at jarge. It is a 
dread‘ of possible prolongation of a pro- 
cess of commercial liquidation, which 
weighs on the stock market. A more 
direct object sought by the New York 
banks is to offer an attraction for the 
return of interior banking deposits to 
this market by keeping the money rate 
attractive here. The return of these 
deposits is belated to an unexpected de- 
gree, and it is evident that the senti- 
ment which prompted their withdrawal 
was something more than transitory. 
Attention was given today to the an- 
nual report of the comptroller of the 
currency, in which the distinctive part 
played by panic amongst bankers them- 
selves in precipitating the crisis is 
dwelt upon. The conclusion reached, in 
effect, by this government officia} seem$ 
to be that the present banking reserve 
System was broken down and practi- 
cally discredited by the events of Octo- 
per and November. The spirit of dis- 
trust, which prompted the withdrawal of 
deposits from central reserve centers by 
the small banks of the country, seems, 
in fact,:to be slow in passing. The cur- 
rency premium persists In New York, 
and bids for New York account were 
effective in securing all the arrivals of 
gold in the London market at an ad- 
vance in the price. Discounts hardened 
in London in response. The sustained 
demand of the New York bankers for 
gold is arousing uneasiness in London 
and Paris, over the ability of those cén- 
ters to take care of the German posi- 
tion at the end of the year, Reports 
from railroad traffic officials were less 
decisive of the contracting tendency of 
their traffic, but no effective improve- 
ment was shown. ‘The principal weak- 
ness in the day's stock market was 
among stocks associated with the metal 
industries. As prices started higher 
and then made final recovery, the 
day's extreme declines were partly 
neutralized.

gests Money Trouble Remedy 


STRINGENCY IS DISCUSSED 


Ridgely Says the Banks Have Been 
Worse Scared Than the People, 
and the Way to Prevent Fu- 
ture Trouble Is to Estab- 
lish Central Bank. 


Washington, December 16.—The an- 


nual report of Comptroller of the Cur- 


rency Ridgely, which was made public, 
today, fg an exhaustive presentation — 


all matters relating to banking and 


money. 

Concerning present conditions 
comptroller says in part: 

Certainly since as long ago as the date of 
the San Francisco catastrophe there has been 
no lack of warning indications of financial 
troubles and possible business disaster. For 
at least ten or twelve years there has been 
an era of advancing prices and great indus- 
trial, commercial and gpeculative activity in 
all the countries of the world. Credits have 
increased and multiplied until the limit has 
been reached in the amount of § reserve 
money on which they must be based. 

For at least two or three years, however, 
it has been more and more evident that there 
must soon be a slackening of pace if we 
Were to avoid a general and universal crisis 
in financial, and commercial affairs. These 
conditions have been world-wide and not by 
any means confined to the United States. 
Crises of more or less -severity have arisen 
in several important countries. As is always 
the case when there is.a demand for liqul- 
dation, it first manifested itself in the stock 
market. For months there has been a more 
or less steady decline in stock market quo- 
tations. Not only stocks, but the very best 
bonds, have dropped lower and lower in 
price, The difficulty in selling bonds has 
become so great that for several years many 
of the railways have had to raise monye: for 
their necessary expenditures and improve- 


the 


ments with so-called short time notes instead 
of regular bond issues, the rates of interest 
on such issues rising higher and higher and 
each issue being harder to place. Merchants 
and manufacturers of the highest standing 
and credit have found it more and more dif- 
ficult to secure or renew loans and ihe 
have risen steadily for months past. 


Precipitated by “Comer” in Stocks. 


With such conditions existing we approach- 
ed the autumn crop-moving period, when 
there is always more or less disturbance of 
credits on account of currency shipments 
and withdrawals of balances from the

But, unfortunately, a few other banks and 
trust companies were not in such good con- 
dition, and many of them, not being mem- 
bers of the clearing house or any similar as- 
sociation, they were not so well prepared for 
cooperation and support of each other. The 
Knickerbocker Trust Company, with §$1,200,- 
000 of capital and $48,387,000 of deposits, 
closed its doors on October 22, and this was 
followed by a large ‘number of failures 
among smaller banks and trust companies. 
During the months of October and November 
ten state banks and trust companies, two of 
Which have since resumed, closed their doors 
in New York city and vicinity. There were 
long and serious runs on two large trust com- 
panies, which were only kept trom failure 
by the support of the other trust companies 
and the clearing house banks. One national 
bank, the First National Bank of Brooklyn, 
which was clearing house agent for two 
large trust companies in Brooklyn which had 
failed, was compelled to close its doors on 
October 25 in order to avoid the responsibility 
for the clearings of these trust companies, 
and is now in the hands of a receiver, 


Greatest Scare Among Banks. 


On October 26 the New York <.learing 
house banks decided to issue clearing house 
certificates for use in the payment of bal- 
ances, and to limit, if not suspend, the. ship- 
ment of currency to out-of-town banks. In 
this the New York banks were followed by 
those of the other central] reserve and most 
of the reserve cities. The restilt was to at 
once precipitate a most serious bank crisis 
and a famine of currency for pay rolls and 
other necessary cash transactions. All do- 
were at once thrown into 
disorder and the means of remittance and 
callection were almost entirely suspended. 
Money has been withdrawn and hoarded by 
individuals, corporations, and ‘even more, 
perhaps, by the banks themselves, all of 
whom at once drew and held all the money. 
of any kind they could obtain, often really 
in larger sums than needed. 

It has been one of the peculiar features of 
the situation that there has: ectually been 
more of a panic among tle banks themselves 
than there has been agiong the people... The 
banks have been fearful as to what might 
develop, and finding their usual reserve de- 
posits only partially available, if available 
at all, they have been compelled in self- 
protection to gather from every source all the 
money they could possibly reach and to hold 
on to it by refusing payment wherever it is 
possible and satisfying their customers with 
the smaliest possible amount of cash. It has 
been remarkable how patiently and with 
what forbearance the- people in the business 
community generally have borne with the sit- 
uation and helped the banks to deal with the 
emergency.

ducting the treasury operations in. thelr rela- 
tions to the banks with the least disturbance. 
The chief weakness of our present national 
system is the provision in regard to 
deposits, which piles reserve on re- 
serve, in reserve cities and central reserve 
cities, without requiring a sufficient amount 


of actual cash reserve on hand. As we have 
seen .in the present crisis, when a real emer- 
gency arises these reserves are not reserves 
at all, because they may in a day become 
unavallable, ' 


Reserves in Country Hanks, 


It will be an improvement to add to the 
proportion of reserve to be held in cash by 
the country banks and the reserve city banks, 
but the proper solution of the difficulty is 
to increase the amount to be held in cash 
by all the banks and require all the reserve 
deposits to be kept with a central bank or- 
ganized for that purpose. The increase in 
cash reserves from 6 to 10 or even 15 per 


cent in the country banks would not help a 
bank very much when it had any large de- 
mand for its deposits. What such a bank 
needs is a safe reserve in cash and a further 
reserve with a bank where it is surely avail- 
able, at any time, in currency. This would 
be the case with reserve deposits in a cen- 
tral bank. Further than this, the depositing 
bank could be sure that at any time, as long 
as it was solvent, it could go to the central 
bank and get any amount of cash needed on 
the notes of its customers or other good se- 
curity. With such a bank to depend on, no 
solvent bank need ever have any fear of its 
ability to meet all demands, 

The present banking law prescribes a min- 
imum reserve on ,deposits in central reserve 


cities—New York, Chicago and St. Louis—of 
25 per cent, all of which must be in the 
vaults of the bank, !n lawful money. The re- 
serve banks are required to keep 25 per cent 
reserve, one-half of which may be on deposit 
in the central reserve citis. Banks in all 
other cities are required to keep 15 per cent 
of reserve, of which three-fifths may be on 
deposit with reserve or central reserve cities, 
all three classes of banks being given credit 
for their 5 per cent redemption fund as re- 
serve. Whenever there is a disturbance 
among the banks and any impairment of con- 
fidence, this system is aiways a source of 
weakness instead of strength. This is what 
may make a panic among the banks before 
there is even any decided uneasiness among 
their depositors. The banks realize upon 
what a small margin they depend, and each 
one, in self-defense, is compelled not only to 
collect its loans, but withdraw its deposit 


reserves, 
Overtrading for Years. 


The people of all the world have been over- 
trading for years, especially in the 
States, and the reaction was inevitable ani | 
doubtless desirable, but it might and should 
have been more gradual and should not have 
had its greatest effect on our banks. Many 
firms might have failed and probably some 
banks which were badly extended or loaded 
up with speculative loans and securities. We 
should have had a gradual, though consid- 
erable, reduction in the volume of all kinds 
of business and a wholesume period of econ- 
omy and more normal living and trading. 
This would have been, in the end, benefgpial, 
and with the wonderful recuperative § re- 
sources and wealth of the United States any 
business properly mamaged and based on 
right conditions would soon have improved 
and have been as prosperous ag ever. ‘There 
is no reason at all that our banks, as a 
Whole, should have become involved ag they 
have, and not only therr business, but that 
of all their customers, have been so disturbed 
as it is today. Ali that is needed to have 
prevented this is a preper system of credit 
bank note currency and bank reserves, both 
which could have been supplied by the 
bank of issue and reserve. 

have been many plans suggested by 
some elasticity may be introduced into 
bank note currency. All of 
more or less merit. and all of 
them have some serious objection. The best 
way, and in fact the only thoroughly effi- 
cient and good way, to issue. these’ notes’ is 
through a central government bank, ‘hat fs + 
the way it is done m France, where they 
have had, for more than a century, a central 
bank which is the admiration of the world. 
It is the method adopted after several expe- 
riments In Germany, and it has worked with 
great satisfaction and benefit to all the Ger- 
man people. Business igs very much the same 
all over the world, ana our problem is so 
similar to theirs that we should take profit 
from their experience and learn from them 
how to perfect our system. 


As to Central Bank. 


The Installation of a proper central bank 
would not only be a great benefit to all tne 
business of the country and a great protec- 
tion to dOUr people, but it would solve the 
problem of the relations, of our treasury de- 
partment to the business of the country. It

Vreu, ; 

lor several years past the revenues of the 
government have been largely in excess of 
expenditures, and there has been a constant 
problem presented to each successive secre- 
tary of the treasury as to the best means of 
replacing in circulation the money which the 
government is forced to collect. The method 
of replacing it by deposit with the banks is 
probably the only one available and, al- 
though it hag been handled with unusual 
skill and ability, is most unsatisfactory, un- 
Systematic, and inefficient. It always is a 
matter which provokes criticism and com- 
piaint. Jt could be handled with far better 
results if the government had under its con- 
trol a central bank to which all. revenues 
could be paid and through which all disburse- 
ments could be made. It would be better 
for the government and would result in far 
better service to the people. 

The main office of the central bank should 
be in the city of Washington and such 
branches established in the reserve cities and 
Subtreasury cities as are found necessary. 

Its note issues should -be credit notes, the 
fame as in Germany and France, and thev 
Should have the same protection in the way 
of a very large gold reserve, the balance to 
be covered by bonds of the government or 
other approved issues or hy the notes dls- 
counted by it for other hanks. 

The central bank,¢ if. given the exclusive 
right to issue credit ‘bank notes, as it should 
have, could regulate the issue of notes in ac- 
cordance with the demand, which ‘could be 
determined automatically and with precision, 
through its relations with. the other banks 
of the country. 

This should not make any change in the 
present bond-secured notes of the national 
banks, and would therefore not disturb the 
present volume of the currency or make any 
change In the demand for United States gov- 
ernment bonds as a basis for circulation,
